THIS clegaiil'and magnificent Seat of Lord Melbourne's, stands in a most delightful and extensive Park, in the Hundred 
d Ihoaduat^r, in Hertfordshire, situated four Miles N. of Hatfield , two Miles S. of ft vlrcyn, six Mile* W. of Hertford, 
and about twenty-two Miles N.W. from London. The Park anil ancient Edifice, which formerly belonged to the Brockets , 
came in to-rfi c Family of the p?e*;**nl noble Possessor by Purchase, and descended to his Lordship on tin' Death of his Father, 
the fate Sir Matthezc Lamb, Baronet, \vho*begun the piescut modern Structure, which was finished by bis Lordship about 
twelve* 1 Years since, by whom very considerable Improvements have been made' in iho Park and adjacent Grounds, which 
,.i'* sorftc of the most pictui c.squc and beautiful in tin* Kingdom. Mr. Payne was tiic Architect ; and the beautiful Bridge' 
owr a spacious Sheet of Water (a Brandt fiom the River Lea ) which enriches the enchanting and extensive Scenery, was 
ex ecu led bv the same ingenious Artist, The Water and Out-ground" were laid out and disposed by Mr. Hood, of Essex, 
m t*ic most luxuriant and masterly Manner. The Offices arc under Ground, and were built alter the Body of* the 
jb'iidmg was erected, by under-propping the JCdifjrtv* T he principal Stair-case* is superb, and much admired for the curious 
Manner ot« its Construc tion, having Communication with every Part of tilt* Building. The grand Drawing Room is 
tine. bed in a superior Style, at the End of w hich L an elegant Painting of the Prince of IVa/es, leaning against a Horse, 
i»\ Sir Joshua lleynolds, viewed with so much eclat at the lioj/al Academy, Somerset Plate, a few Years since. The Coiling 
was designed and painted by JMgr timer aq^l tPheatlcy, as we are informed, at the Expenee of fifteen hundred Pounds, 'ihe 
ditfeient Apailmcuts contain many excellent Paintings by some of the first Masters; among which i<» a large magnificent 
Pietme bv Trnieis . 'Flic whole, both internally and externally, is completed in a Stvle truly elegant, and highly to the 
ili.mmn of his Lordship’s superior 'Paste and Munificence* 

The Oak on the Left Hand in the View was a favouiitc Tree Queen Elizabeth often rescued to, having the Liberty of 
innidii:' horn die Place of heri'onf?»eni*nt at Hatfield to this Spot. Shr was seated under this Tree, when the fortunate 
Event of the Death ofhcT SLtcr, (Jiicen Man/, was conveyed teller. 

The Chinese Boat on the Pitre of Water was originally the Property of Sir Benjamin 1'runnan , the Building of which 
cost tince hundred Pounds. Hatfield is seen in the Distance; a little to the Right of which arc the Lodge* seen, which 
arc at ll.e Entrance into the Park of Brocket.

THIS beautiful, extensive, and elegant Structure was finished on a Plan of Sir John Vanbrugh* a\ and is justly esteemed 

one of the first f\,„ses in England . It is situated in the Wood of Ilindcrshell, in the Wapentake of Buhner, in the North 

Jtidim* '^'.nc Country, twelve MilA N.E. from the City of York, between Netv Malton and Easing wold, on a Branch of 

the River Dartvent . It was built by the Grandfather of the present Earl on the Spot of Ground where tl iC old Castle 

stood, to Vhicli is added an elegant Range of Buildings appropriated for Stables. 

The different Fronts are regular; the principal one having an extremely grand Portico leading to a superb Hall, thirty 

feet square, and sixty high, whose Dome is supported by. Corinthian Columns of Mai hie; the Ceiling is ol Stucco, and 

the Wails painted and adorned with Busts and Statues. The Saloon is thirty-four feet by twent-four, containing many 

capital Painting* by the first Masters, purchased at a great Ex pence. The Dining Parlour is twenty-eight feet long 

by twenty-one broad. All the Frames of the Windows are giu. The " n ~'\ving Room is equally curious; and near it are

the Dressing Rooms, finished with every Embellishment that can be imagined. The Gallery is very elegant, and adorned 
with Busts and curious Paintings* This beautiful Structure, from the Extent. of its Domain, the Size of its Woods and 
Pleasure Grounds,* the Judgement with which they have been planted, aid the magnificent Buildings and Statues with 
w hich the whole arc embellished, forms one of the most extensive and variegated inland Scenes to be met with. The Garden 

of this stately Mansion is laid out with the greatest Taste, to which the present View face., ; and the Park, which is large, 

• • 

commands a most charming auefr fyuensivi* Piospect. 

In one Part of this Park is a circular Building of the Tuscan 0*£]gr, where the Remains of this noble Family aie deposited, 
and over it is a most elegant Chapel. Indeed this stately Structure, with its Embellishments, is suitable to the Dignity of 
the greatest British Peer, and must convey to Strangers a high opinion of the Riches of our Nobility.

THIS beautiful Scat has its Appellation from an ancient Camp in its Vicinity, near which many ancient Urns have 
been dug up, supposed to have been deposited there by the Romans ; 

It was, some Centuries past, the Property of the Isleys, from whom it was, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, conveyed 
to the Ancestor of William Ash, Esquire, by whom it was alienated to Colonel Campbell who, on the Death of Archibald, 
l)uke # of Argyll, in 17Gl, succeeded to that Title ; jpid his eldest Son, the present Duke, during the JUfe~lime of his Father, 
w as, on December 20, 1766, created an English Peer, by the Title of Baron 1 Sundridge, of Comb Bank , in the County of Kent. 
Archibald , the late Duke, during his Life-time, gave Comb Bank to his third Son, Frederick , the present Possessor. 

This noble Structure is situated about twenty Miles S. E. from London, near the Village of Sundridge , and a few Mile $ 
from Sevenoaks . It is watered by a branch from the River Derwent , which adds greatly to its Beauty. 

' The Mansion, though not lurge, is remarkably neat ; and the Gardens and Pleasure Grounds are laid out with a Degree 
of Elegance that docs Honour to the Taste of the present noble Possessor, being ornamented with a Number of Vases, &c. 
in a superior Style. Ds delightful Situation and extensive Prospects, added to very considerable Improvements, augment 
not a little its natural Beauties, and tender it a most delightful ViUa, worthy its Inhabitant.

THIS magnificent Stru&ure is £tuated a liltle.Wcft of IVoodflock, and about feven Miles and a Half North Weft of Oxford. 
Its Front extends 348 Feet from W?ng to Wiqg, and confillt of a Variety of beautiful and noble Archite&ure, *defigned by 
Sir John 'Vanlrugh. The prefent View is taken obliquely, not far from the Bridge, which is noble, confiding of three Arches, 
(the Centre one of which is larger than the Rialto at Venice) where the Water forms a fpacious Lake, furrounded by an artificial 
Declivity of a prodigious Depth, and is indifputably the moft capital Piece of Water in the Kingdom. The Park is eleven 
• Miles in Circumference, originally cnclofed by Henry the Firft. The greater Part of the old Wall is now (landing, which 

enclofed a royal Palace. Henry the Sccoijd niadlT'it.iii^ftrincipal Refidence ; and erected a Houfe in a labyrinth for the 

• * • • 

Habitation oPhis favourite Rofamond , on the Hill to the North Weft of.the Bridge, near a remarkable Spring, that at prefent 
retains her Naraj|^The Palace was inhabited by our Kings till the Reign of Charles the Firft, when it began to be demoliihed ; 
but a Part of its Ruins were lately vifiblc to the North of the Bridge, on the Spot where two Sycamores have been fince planted 
m as a Memorial. The Park and Manor of WoodJlock> ftc. were granted by Parliament, in 1705, to the victorious John Duke 
_of M avlloroughy and his Heirs; which is annually acknowledged by prefen ting a frnall Banner at lVindjor\ which Grant, 
and the Services of the Duke, are fpccified on the Pedeftal of a ftately Column 130 Feet high, fituated on the grand Avenue of 

the Park, on the Top»of which is a*Statue of the Duke. 

• * # * 

The Houfe itfelf was built at the^niblic Expence; but the Bri<]gc, the Column, and the Portal leading to the Towu, were 
erefted by Sarah 9 Dutchefs of Marlborough . On the Pediment of the South Front, towards the Garden, is a noble Bufto, larger 
than Life, of Louis the Fourteenth, taken from the Gate of Tournay , In the Centre of the Front, a fuperb Portico, elevated 


on 



on mafify Columns, admits Entrance into the Hpll, which magnificent Room runs to the Height of the Houfe, and is of a 
proportionable Breadth, fupported by Corinthian Pillars. The Ceiling is painted by Sir James Thornhill , and the Walls are 
covered with a mod capital Colle&ion of valuable Pictures, 8cc. as are the noble and mod magnificent Suite of Rooms ; to enter 
into the Particulars of which would far exceed our Lifnits, and its elegant Furniture exceed our Abilities. The Tapeftry which 
embellifhes the Apartments is chiefly on the Subject of the Duke’s numerous Victories. The Library Is a mod fuperb Rood), 
183 Feet long; cgclufive of the Book-Cafes, 32 wide in the Middle, 29 at the Ends. The Doric Piladers and Columns, the 
Entablature, the ftuccoed Compartments of the vaulted Ceiling, the Window Frames', See. arc in the highed Taflc both of 
Defign and Finidiing ; but to add to the whole, the late Duke furnifhed it with 24,000 Volumes, Valued at £30,000, the bed 
private Collc&ion in England. In the Chapel is a fuperb Monument to the Memory of the fird Duke and Dutchefs, by 
Ryjbrack. The China Room will afford a Fund of Entertainment to the Curious. * 

The Gardens are fpacious, and include a great Variety of Ground, which have been confiderably and richly embellilhed by 
the prefentDukc with excellent Pieces of Sculpture. On the whole, it is replete with Beauties, and is a Monument of Britijh 
Gratitude for the Services of a fortunate and brave General, who curbed the afpiring Thoughts of the prefumptuous Louis the 
Fourteenth in his Attempt to enflavc Europe. t

THIS elegant Stru&ure is fituated*aboi}t a Mile from the Market-Town of Godalmin , in the County of Surry, and thirty-four 
Miles from^the Metropolis, in a beautiful and # well-cultivated Country. The Manor of Bvjbridge and Hambletm was, in the 
Beginning of this Century, in the Poffeffion of Sir William Elliott , who refided in it, and difpofed of it to — — Waller, Efquire, 
by whom it was refold to Philip Carteret Well, Efquire, who very confiderably improved the Gardens and Grounds. After his 
Death, his Widow, by Marriage, conveyed it to Edward Beaver, Efquire, of whom it was purchafed by the prefent Pofleflor, 
^ and in 1775 was confiderably improved under the Dircftion of Mr. Crunden . 

The principal Rooms arc, the Drawing-Room, a^Feet by 25 ; the LLlirnr- Parlour, 35 Feet by 20; the Mtifeum, a8 Feet by 
22, and 26 Feet in Height. The Apartments are embelliflied with fome excellent Pi&ures, particularly that of the Mother and 
her Seven Sons, who were put to Death by King Antiochus Epiphanes , for refuting to cat Swinc's-FIefh ; as mentioned in the 
feventh Chapter of the fccond Book of Maccafoes, thirtieth Vcrfo : The Vificr Sujah ul Dmula , and his Family, meeting a 
• General Officer at the Entrance of his Palace : The Mogul Emperor of Ilindo/lan feeing the Engiyh Forces reviewed at Allahabad. 
lit thauFiece all the Portraits are drawn from the Life, and painted by the late Mr. Tilley Kettle . 

Its remarkable Confervatory, or Green- Houle, was built by Mr. Well about forty Years ago, who availed himfclf of a high 
fandy Rock facing the South, which forms the black Part, and the Trees grow in tfic natural Ground. The Building is the firft 
of the Kind in the Kingdom, 171 Feet in*Length; and what mull give it a decided Superiority, is, the Age of the Exotics, 
being the fined and largcft in England . It now contains a Curiofity which, perhaps, is Angular at prefent in this Ifland, the 
Palma Da&ifera , or Date-Tree, now in Fruit*

THIS plcafant Villa is fituated on the Banks of the River Severn , three Miles South of Bridgenorth , and 139 Miles North 
Weft frofti tendon , between the Villages of Qu&tford and Quat , and furrounded with a moil fertile Soil. 

The Ifoufe was built about One Hundred Years ago, and is fituated upon a rifing Ground, commanding a View of a fine Pool 
and the upper Town of Bridgenorth , with the Ruins of the leaning Tower upon the Caftle-Hill. It has a pretty Valley, well 
wooded, adjoining to it, at the Bottom of vtfhich* runs a fmall Rivulet over a rocky Ground, forming fome natural Cafcades; 
near it^is a remarkable Spring, which riles on the Side of a Rock, and falls into a Bafon formed to receive it. Several Walks 
are cut through the Valley, which terminate in a beautiful Profpeft of the River Severn and the adjacent Country, to a great 
Extent. On the Efift of it are the Remains of JWbr/Foreft, which abounds with Game.

THIS noble Structure is pleafantly fituated on the River Waveney, between the Market-Towns of Harlefton and Bungay, from 
which latter Place ttutiliver is navigable to Yarmouth, where it difeharges itfelf into the North Sea, having divided the Counties 
of Norfolk and great Extent of Country. It is 105 Miles from London, in a delightful Neighbourhood. 

( This venerable Manfion waft 18 HWv utiy>ut thenar 1615, and continued to be the Rcfidcnce of the ancient Family of Tq/lorough, 
from the Time of its Erc&ion to the Middle of the prefent Century, when it was purchafed by the late Mr. Adair . The Style 
of the Architc&ure is what has been called Inigo Jones’s Gothic, blending the Satclinefs of more remote Times with the Mode 
of Building in Italy, then the pr evailinpfT afte. > The principal Front is to the North. The Hall and Staircaie are grand, the 
Apartments large ^and fpacious. To^the South was an open Portico and Colonnade, now clofed up, and converted into 
feparate Rooms. 

The Grounds in Front have been ornamented with exteniive Plantations, which, united with the fine Woods of the Park, 
prefent to the Eye* an Appearar$e Of Grandeuuwmd Magnificence^ which, vVith the View of the River, has a mod beautiful

THIS extensive Str icture { (be largest in Scotland, except Hopeton House, is the best Palace belonging to the Scottish 

Nobility; stands on a fking Ground in the Center oEan extensive Park, which, with the Prospect over the River, makes 
the whole extremely chtfghtiUl. It wps built soon after the Repolutton on the Ruins of an ancient Castle, formerly the 
Property of the Earls ot Morton, by the Duchess of Monmouth, Relict ofthe unfortunate Dube of that Title, who was 
beheaded on Tower Hitt, 1682 The House is Jarge, but not elegant in its exterior appearance, otherwise a Front View 
would have been given, the Archftepx destitute of all that kpowledge of his Art, necessary to form a true 

judgment of what is really beautiful, without a profusion of unnecessary decorations. The Inside is furnished in the 
most sumptuous manner that possibly can be imagined, particularly one Room, which contains a vast number of valuable 
Curiosities, presented to the Duke of Monmouth, by his Father Charfes’V. when the Duke married the Heiress of Datkath. 
The Paintings in the Apartments aresifete**. »dfherous than any other House in Scotland^ particularly ofthe royal Oilspring 
and Connexions. • 

. The River North JBsk tuns near ’t ; tyut the Park Walls rather obscure the Jlouse till you get some distance from it. 
Tbc Park is yery large, and beautified with Waterworks. The Model of tto House is said to have been taken from 
that of the late King* . in Guelder land, only this is of Stone, ana that of Bride. The Front is adorned with 

Columns of tjie Corinthian Order, /nd a doubled ing, lute of Winchester Palace. There is a spacious Court between 
the Palace and the Park. The Grand staircase of the House is supported by Pillars of Marble, and every Step curiously 
inlaid. The Offices ofthe Palace join to the Town, which his Grace has embellished with a spacious Hall for a School 
Room, 47 Feet long, 25 broad, and 15 high; begun in May, 1700, worthy its beneficent Founder.

TftlS august Structure, of which we present $a obliqueViewsif the South Front, is situated on the Banks of the River 
4‘oon, between the City of Salisbury and the Town of Doumton, ne/lcr the S. E. Corner of the County, in the Middle 
of a Valley, well covered with Wood; a Circumstance favorable itia County whose southern Parts are generally Open. 
The Building is of a triangular Form, 'with circular Towers tit the external Angles, which contain several of the principal 
Apartments, and at the’ internal Angles are circular Staircases; The original Building was erected in 1591, by Sir 
Thomas Gorges and his Lady, the Ajforchierf&sP'Oowagaa of Norihdmpfon. The Towers have undergone no material 
Alterations^ but the intermediate Spaces retain but little of their original Appearance; aodtbq^peidehas been entirely 
modernized. The Rooms, though not ’large, are pleasant, cheerful, and elegantly decorated hi the modern Taste, and 
though richly furnished, yet are not gaudy. ( 

The different Apartments contain a goad Collection, of Paintings, by the most eminent Masters, particularly two by 
Claude de Lorraine , allegorical; one representing the Rise, and the other the Decline of the Roman Empire; esteemed 
two' of the best Pieces now in the Kingdom, of that Master. Among many Pieces of useful and ornamental Furniture, 
is a remarkable curious Iron Chair, lately added by the present noble Proprietor, the Embellishments to which are 
esteemed both capital and curious, representing the Roman History, in Compartments of small Figures ; and is classed 
with the choicest "Pieces of Antiquity. The Pictures, and fitting up the Gallery, cost 10,0001. The triangular Form of 
the House is so singular, that we are informed there is bptohe more of the same Plan in England / and which was built 
by the same Person, at six Miles Distance. 

The Park, towards the West, has some Elevation, interspersed with considerable Plantations, on the right of which, 
the Spire of Salisbury Cathedral, three Miles distant, presents itself in View : as does op the East, the picturesque Village 
of Alderbury, from the Meadows of which this View was taken, in'1787. ’ •

THIS well-built House is situated about one hundred and forty Miles from London, twelve Miles from Monmouth , 
seven Milos from the City of Hereford, and nine from the Town of Rots, in a rich and fertile Country ; the hanging 
Woods, the variety of swelling Ground/and the contiguity^ of tbe meandering River Wye, render it a pleasant situa- 
tion. Among other Improvements, an extensive ride has lately been made through the Woods, and upod the Banks 
of the River, ^commanding such Views as are worth seeing; nor can we omit mentioning the many delightful prospects, 
which deserve the particular attention of tlie traveler, in the neighbourhood, near the Seats of Sir Himgerford Hoskins , 
Edward Foley, Esq. James Wakey n, Esq. (the Member for the City of Hereford.) 

„ It is somewhat singular that the ingenious Mr. Gilpin, who has lately obliged the public with a Description of the 
Beauties of the Wye, (which discharges itself info the Bristol Channel at Chepstow, in Monmouthskire) should pass over this 
spot in silence ; a§ well as the celebrated Landscape from Copley Hill, a little distance from it ; the magnificent Mansion 
of the Duke of Norfolk; and the fine Villas of Sir George Cornwall, (the Member for the County of Hereford;) Mi's. Philips, 
and William Parry, Esq. ; all of which embellish the Banks of this navigable River, and are entitled to much admiration.

THIS Structure is situated a^out half a Mile from the between Bkcksfncl^s and Edinburgh, end 3 Miles , 

from the Frith of Forth, on u rising ground, comduni^Qg m extensive prospect, enriched with the Ruins of Crightan 
anc^ Borthwick Castles. * ' ^ ' 

The House received its improved appearance about 6 years ago, by its present possessor; and is 100 feet in length, 
by 50 broad. It was the ancient Seat of the Family of MocgtlU, Viscounts of Oxeitforit, which title became extinct in 
1755, from whom it descended tp the Representative of the Family, the Lady to the present Sijr John Dolrymple, Beet. 

Tlje Rooms of the ancient Building were large, but the House awkward and unuaiform but Mr. Jtohert Adam, Archi- 
tect, hu^ preserved the old Apartments, and by his inventive power removed all the deformities, and substituted in their 
stead, &auties similar to those be introduced at Sion House, in Middlesex. The ffcoirads round it.have great variety, but 
have et undergone all possible impfovepents. IJhis building was honoured with the residence of the Duke of York 

and Princess -4««c, when they visited Scotl&nd; in memory of which some Of the old fomiture used by them is still

There are several Pictures yet preserved of the Oxenfard fomily, done by the celeb*$wd Jameson, an eminent British 
artist; and many of the Stalk, Haddington, and Fletcher of Saltan, Families; among which latter is Mr. Fletcher, who 
was one of the seven Comfbonerf that protested against delivering up Charles 1. to the English Army.

TtlfS Building is situated in the pleasant and fertile Yale of Clwyti, 36 Miles from Chester, 2 Miles from Denbigh, 
and 211 Miles frofn London. The House is very extensive, having been built at distanr Periods; and though not 
uniform, is magnificent and august. The Gothic Hall, which for its venerable Appearance is perhaps uneqhalled in the 
Kingdom, is one of the most ancient Parts of the present Structure, is 60 feet long, 30 broad, aud 25 to the Spring- 
ing of the Roof, whiteii is ornamented with Cat-rings peculiar to the Time of its Construction, as are the Wainscotings 
of the Walls, which are embellished with some affrient Pieces of Armour, dispersed in various Forms. The Right 
Wing ofthe* Budding contains a^spacious thawing Room, &c. of modern Construction ; the Left an extensive Gallery 
of 110 feel long, hy 12 broad, a Library, India Room, and a handsome Range of Bed Chambers: to which some 
additional Offices have been lately builf at the Back of the House, 

The V lews round the House ar^numerpus and extremely picturesque, and the Ruins of Denbigh Castle form no 
mean Object; which with the environing Hills* chequered with Inclosures nearly to their Summits, add greatly to the 
nntuial beauties of 4.he .V ale. Agreeably contrasted with these, at the distance of Half a Mile, appears the Bleach-Work 
latelj erected from a Design of that ingenious Artist, Mr. Thomas Sandhi/, Architect, which for Elegance and Utility, 
very happil) blended, exceeds every other Building of the Kind in Europe. The River Clwj/d, which runs near the 
House, has likewise of late bees much improved; and, in short, the whole of the adjacent Country wears an animated 
Appearance from the active Sjyrit of the present noble Possessor.

On this Spot, in 1720, resided the Chief of .one of the fifteen 'frtbes or Nobility* of North Wales ; and the House, till 
purchased by the present Possessor, was the Seat of Sir Salusbury Cotton, Who came possessed of it by an Ancestor 
having mailed the Heiress of the Family of Salusbury, who were settled here before the Beige of Henry III. Many 
of which Family Portraits are yet preserved ih the ntagnifieent old Hall; among others is one of the celebrated 
Catharine Tudor , or Catharine of Heroin, who, on the Death of herftrst Husband, John Salusbury , was led to the 
Church at his Funeral by Sir Richard Clough, and from the Chutl^'fef Morris t Wynne of Gtpedir, who expressed his 
Wish to her of being her second, which she declined with great Politeness, informing him that she hid just accepted 
the Proposals of Sir Richard, , in ter Way to the Church ; but assured him, (and was. as good as her Word), that in 
cane she performed the same sttf Duty, now performing, for the Knight, he might depend oti< being her third, which 
she accordingly accomplished. Her fourth Husband spe married, with was Edward Thelwal, Esq. of Plas y Ward;

About a Mile and a Half West from the House is Whitchurch^ pir St. "Marcellas, the Parish Church of Denbigh, 
wherein is the Monument of the Father of Sir Hugh Middleton , who -expended bis Fortune ip bringing the New River 
to supply Jjondan with Water ; to whom he was the sixth Son. 

Near this Place was to be seen, a few Years since, the remains of &e • Palace of Maes Mynan , where Llewelyn ap 
Gryffydd, last Prince of Wales, resided.

THIS agreeable Edifice stands on an Eminence in die centre of a Park, bkjftettvrtdi remarkably beautiful Woods , 
the Plantation* in the Patk contain a great Variety of difib rent kinds of 1 ira, esteemed in an high a state u^prfection 
as any m the Kingdom^^BKlf House was built under the direction of William Wrigktson , Esq. the Grandfather of the 
present jmsamriRr, in 1710; the Wings were added afterwards by Mr. Paine, architect. The whole' is built of n fine 
while stone, and is situated about half a mile on the East side of the great North *Road, towards Ferrybridge, and is 
162 Miles from London. It commands most pleasing and intensive V lews of the Country around , among which Don- 
caster, 2 Miles distant, foruM an interesting appearance, being esteemed one of the most picturesque Towns in the 
County. From the uppei part of the House you are presented with a number of Gentlemen’s Meats, which beautify a 
fine sporting Countiy , you likewise command a View of both York and Lincoln Minsters, though each 40 miles distant. 

The Water, which embellishes the GrouiRb, is so contrived as to have the appearance of a communication with the 
river Don , though half a Mile distant The Qardens are laid out in the present taste, and are in high.Preservatiou.

THIS truly venerable Edifice is situated nt a small Distance, on the North Side of the Hoad between Kensington and 
Hammersmith ; and was originally built by Sir Anthony Cope , Knt. in the Reign of James 1 . to whom be was Master of the 
Courts of Wards, and one of the Chamberlains of the Exchequer, but dying without Male Issue, his Daughter Isalel 9 by 
her Marriage with Heniij Rich , Earl of Holland 9 conveyed this House (which her Father had kept with great Hospitality 
in the old English Tustc) to the noble Family of Rick, who greatly enlarged it, and from whom it received the Name of 
Holland House, but that Family became extinct in 17 59. 

it received its most considerable Improvements both in the House and Grounds from Henry Pose 9 late Lord Holland, w ho 
for several Years made it his principal Residence, it is almost the only remaining Monument of our ancient Nobility in 
the Neighbourhood of London. This venerable Gothic Structure is built of 13riek on a rising Ground; and, besides the 
great Improvements made in the Gardens and adjacent Grounds, is adorned within with some capital Paintings by eminent 
French Artists, and Portraits of the Richmond and Holland Families by Sir Joshua Reynolds and Mr. Ramsey. A few of tin* 
Apartments art* modernised, the rest remain in their original State. * 

It is at present inhabited by Edward Bearer of t 9 Esq. 

The celebrated Mr. Addison 9 who married the Countess of Warwick, lived in this Houses and here was the Scene of bis 
last Moments, and that moving Interview with his Son-in-law Lord Warwick , which is related in Dr, Young's “ Letters.

THIS ancient Structure is 64 Miles distant from London, and about eight North of Dover, situated in a most delightful 
Country, near the singulai Kiver of Naile Bourne, which seldom runs but once in two Years, and then with a rapid 
Course ; after which it disappears. A short time before it breaks forth, the Meadows near it are covered with small Eels, 
which conic through the Apertures of the Earth. 

The Building is large, well laid out, and has been greatly improved by Sir Henry Oxenden; the original Structure was 
built by Inigo Jones , but received its f present Embellishments, &c. under the Direction of Mr. J. Wyatt, the Architect. 
The Grounds are extensive, well kept, aud parled jn for Sheep. 

The House contains, a good Collection of Pictures by Italian Masters, in the highest Preservation. There arc fine 
Woods, containing large Timber Trees, near the House, and some modern Plantations by the present Possessor, that add 
greatly to the Beauty of the Prospect, and enrich the Situation.

THIS modern Villa is finely situated on the Batiks of the River Wye, 144 Miles from London , eleven West from the 
City of Hereford , and ton frou the Hay. It has lately been finished from the Design of Mr. Keeh, the Architect, and is 
much admired us an elegant an' convenient House. The Offices are handsome, the Gardens and Pleasure G.ounds spacious, 
and laid out with much Taste. V >r the House is a large Park, well wooded ; from several Parts of it, and the adjoining 
Hills, the Views are truly pleasing, picturesque, and extensive. The River is seen to great Advantage, meandering 
through a highly cultivated Country, wSich in the present View forms a Resemblance to an extensive Amphitheatre. To 
the North East, the Malvern and Clec II tls, in Worcester, and Shropshire, arc distinctly seen. The neighbouring Woods of 
Foxley, with Credon Hill and Dindar Car jp, n/tar Hereford, are distinguished objects. To the South West, the Hatlcrell 
Hills, more generally known by the Name of tbtf Black Mountains, appear in heightened Grandeur; they form a noble 
Boundary between Herefordshire and Wales, are two Miles from Moccas, up the River Wye. 

Near it is the Sri to of Bredwardine Castle, once the Residence of the Family of the Vaughans : in its Vicinity is a 
handsome Bridge, built about twenty Years since, over the Wye, which has occasioned much travelling to South-Wales, 
through Herefordshire , the Post Road going over it. 

The annexed View was taken from a Point called Broiling Scarr, part of a large Estate a few years since purchased by 
Sir George Cornewall ; it was formerly the Estate and Residence of the Family of the Capells : the old Mansion has long 
since beeu converted to a Farm-House.

TONG Castle, du ring^the Saxon Heptarchy, belonged to the ancient Earls of Northumberland, from whom the Estate 
passed by Gradations not easily traced, till it came imo the Possession of the late Duke of Kingston . It stands within three 
Miles of Shiffnall, in Shropshire; being ten Miles from JVooherhampion and Sr idgenorth, twenty from Shrewsbury, 135 from 
Lond<m t and about eight from the curious much-admired Iron Bridge over the Severn, 

The present Edifice was erected on the Seite of the old Castle, by the late General Durant, who purchased this Estate 
of the then Duke of Kingston, 1762, and was his ow n Architect on the Occasion. This Gentleman dung about the Year 
17&0, and his Sou being at present in his Minority, Tong Castle is now (1789) in the Possession of Benjamin Channock 
Payne, I>q. who married Airs. Durant, the lute General's Widow* 

The Building, which is grand and striking, stands nearty corresponding with the Cardinal Tonus, in a healthy, fruitful, 
and pleasant Plain, excellently well wooded and watered. It has one noble and elegant Front towards the East, which is 
that exhibited in the annexed Plate; and another to the West, with the most captivating and extensive rural Prospects* 
Ttu extreme Length is 180 feet, the Breadth 68, and the Height 92. The Fronts are of durable Mone, built in the most 
regular and superb Style of Gothic A rchi teetui e, adorned with Turrets, Towers, and stately Gothic Dome<. 

The Apartments are fitted up and finished with uncommon Splendour, and contain one of the largest and bci>t selected 
Collections of capital Paintings, and other Works oi Vertii, to be n\et with in this Kingdom. 

'Mu* Garden contains four Acres, walled round, well furnished with Fruit-Trees, and enriched with delightful Shrub- 
beries. North East of the Castle, ’at the distance of about 600 Yards (iu the Park) stands the venerable Parish Church 
of Tong, a much-admired Piece of Antiquity, which forms a very pleasing Object, and is remarkable for containing one 
of the largest Bells in England , a* well as many rich, elegant, mid ancient Monuments.

TFIIS venerable Structure, of which the annexed View is a S. W. Afpe£t, is fituated on the Banks of the Tees, near 
Barnard Gallic , on the Borders of York/hire, is 17 Miles from the City of Durham , and 240 Miles from i London. It was 
built originally by John dr Neville, about the Year 1383, and though of fo early a Date U an entire Frrtrelk, once the 
Property of the See of Durham , and in the Reign of Edward III. permitted by the Bifhop to be embattled. It was at 
Times the Property of the Buhners , the Cliffords, and the Nevilles. A detached lower bears the Name of the firll, on 
which i> a great Bafs-relief of a Bull, holding a Flag-Half, and over its Shoulder a Shield } as does a (Lite way that of the 
Name of Clifford \ and a Tower in the South Front, that of Neville . 

It is a niofl noble nialfv Building of its Kind, uninjured by any modern Improvements, is fimplv magnificent, and 
ftrikes by its Magnitude, which, befides the Counts, covers an Acre of Ground. A Parade encircles the Cattle, fecured* 
by an embattied Wall ; and the whole is furrounded by a great Fofs, a Part of which is filled with Water. All the Towers 
arc fipiare. 

The South Front is grand, the Centre of which has been thoroughly repaired from a Defign of Inigo Jones. The 
Park and ornamental Grounds arc difpofed with great Talle $ and the Lawns, Woods, Plantations, &c. are remarkably 
’beautiful. The whole Range of Grounds is feen to very great Advantage, by riding along the new Plantation ; nor cart 
any thing be more delightful than the Lawn which fp reads over the adjoining Hills, and among the Woods; fo as to appear 
iu different Sweeps of Green, indenting in fomc Places the Woods, and breaking through them in others.

The chief Entrance is on the Weft* and is very grand j it leads to a Square, within wfcich is a great Hall, fupported by 
fix Pillars, the Capitals diverging and running in Ribs along the arched Roof j: into this Hall, Carriages are admitted to 
take up Company. A Staircafe leads from thi^ into an upper Hall of the firft Magnitude, viz. 90 Feet long, 36 broad, 
and 34 high ; the Roof flat and made of Wood. Here aflcmbled in the Time of the Nevilles , 700 Knights, who held of 
that Family. Over the Chimney is a Pi&urc of Queen Elizabeth , and in different Apartments are fevcral good Paintings 
by various Matters. King James the Firft flept in this Cattle on his firft Journey to England . 

In a Brcakfaft Room the Recedes are in the Form of Semicircles, fcooped out of the Walls, wbfeh are 9 Feet 1 Inch 
thick ; a Window is in each of thcfc. Here is a Recefs for a Bed gained out of the Wall, and fevtral other Conveniences 
and Communications quarried out of it ; and in fomc Places Pillars are left, as in Collieries, to fupport the Roof. 

The Oven was of Dimenfions fuited to the Hofpitality of thofe Times, higher than a tall Perfon, for the talleft may (land 
upright in it ; and its Diameter about 15 Feet. At prefent it is converted into a Wine Cellar; the Sides are divided into 
10 Bins, and each holds a Hogftiead of Wine in Bottles. 

The Kitchen is a magnificent and lofty Square, having three Chimnics ; one for the Grate, a fecond for Stoves, the third 
(now flopped up) for the great Caldron. The Top is arched, and a fmall Cupola in the Centre lights it ; but on the Sides 
arc five Windows, with a Gallery pafling all round before them, and four Steps from each pointing down towards the 
Kitchen, but ending a great Height above the Floor : their Ufe is not known ; probably they were only meant tor Ornament. 
From the Floor is another Staircafe that condu&s to the great Hall, but the Pottage is now Hopped : in ftiort, the Whole 
of the Building conveys to the Obfervcr a juft Idea of the Magnificence of former Days.

71IE creat Alterations and Improvements this elegant Gothic Structure has undergone fmcc Mr. Watts' s Publication of 
tin N. E. Afpeft, induced us to introduce the prefent picturefque View of the S. E. Front; the whole has been much 
improved, beautified, and enlarged, at a confulerablc Expence, by the prefent PoflcUbr, under the Direction of Mr. James 
Wyatt , Architect, particularly the South Front. The Houfe is very large, and pleafantly fituated in a beautiful and 
extenfivc Park, between Eq/l Grin/led and Lewes, and is 37 Miles from London. The Outfidc is in the heft Gothic Tafte, 
enriched with Pinnacles, and a beautiful Chapel Window, the whole being light, cheerful, and elegant. Round the 
Battlements are the Arms of the ancient Pofleflbrs of the Lordfhip of Sheffield, fioin Earl Godwin , who was the Owner 
before the Conqueft, as appears by DoomAlav Book. William granted the Manor to Robert, Earl of Morfaigne and 
Cornwall , his Ilalf-brother: it afterwards palled through the Families of Lancq/ier , Dalyngrig , Norfolk, Dorfcf, 
Jlhergavcnmj, and Delawar , to the prefent Lord Sheffield. 

The interior .Parts contain a line Suite of Apartments, fomc very Angular. A magnificent Gothic Staircafe is an Example 
of the Beauty and Elegance of that Style, when the Parts are judicioufly chofcn and properly arranged. There are 
fcvcral good Pictures in the Apartments, and a Ceiling which is much admired both for its Elegance of Defign and good 
Painting. The Entrance into the t Park is through a large Gothic Arch (haded by great Trees ; on each Side are Lodges 
for t lie Gate-keeper. 

The fined Part of the Park cannot be introduced with a View of the Houfe, near which id a large Piece of Water, 

whole 



whofe Borders are variegated partly by hanging Woods, and partly^ by Lawns, interfperfed with the largefl Trees. The 
Garden Grounds contain upwards of ioo Acres, which, with the l’ark, have^every Advantage of Water, j)i verity of 
Ground, largo Timber, and fine Shrubs. 

The diflant and near Views from the Tloufc and Grounds are extremely pleating, including the pifturefque Views in the 
Park, with the Profpedt of the neighbouring Country, terminated by a fine Vivw of the South Downs.

THIS beautiful Structure is filuated 13 Miles from London , and 1 Mile beyond Rumford on the Chelmsford Road $ 
was begun in the Year 1769 on the Site of an old Houfe, the Relidencc of Mr. Wallenger, Uncle to the prefeut Pofleffor. 

It was ere&cd under the Direftion of Mr. Payne, the Architect, and the Garden and Pkafure Grounds laid out and 
improved by Mr. Wood , of Efj'ex. 

The Iloufe is built of Portland Stone, with Wings connefted to it by a fmall Colonnade. The principal Staircafe is 
very neat, and receives its Light from a Dome at Top. The, chief Drawing Room, 36 Feet by 20, is an elegant Apartment 
(commanding delightful Views in different Directions), and extends the whole Length of the Houfe ; and in the fmaller 
Drawing Room, which is in the Centre of the iloufe, are fix charming Pi ft u res by Angelico Kauffman , of the Triumph 
of Love $ a few Sea- pieces by Serres ; and fome others. The Dining Room is an excellent Apartment, which in the View 
is at that Corner where a Figure is looking out. From the upper Rooms arc extenfive Views to the Somh and f Weft of 
the Thames , Shooter'* Hill, and the diftant Mills in Kent. The Wings contain the Offices and Servants' Apartments, 

The Stables are at a Diftance behind the high Elms at the Back of the Houfe. The Piece of Water has the Appearance 
of p wiuding River, over which is a Stone Bridge at one of its Terminations, and at the other End are fome remarkably 
/line weeping Willows. On the oppofijc Side of this Canal is the Elyfian Walk, railed with the .Earth which was taken up 
to form the Piece of Water, w hich has confidcrably added to the Beauty of the Grounds, by giving a pleating Elevation 
to the oppufite Bank; and from thence is. a Communication at the Back of the higL H!.: " *o a ferpentine Terrace, near a

Mile in Length, whofe Sides are planted with a Variety of flowering Shrubs and Forcft Trees, and extends to the Lodge by 
the Side of the great Road* 

At the Back of the Group of Elms, in a fequcftered Walk, is Part of the Body of a petrified Tree, brought from the 
Me of Portland, which, from the Grains and Knots, ftill retains the Appearance of Wood, but its Touch and Colour 
prove it Stone.

THIS Structure is situated in a Vale, on the Banks of the North Esk River, at Laswade, 6 Miles South of the City 
of Edinburgh, and 373 from London . It was once the Hunting-Seat of the unfortunate Mary Queen of Scots; and here 
David liizio , ihc object of her Husband's Jealousy and Revenge, had his Residence. An Oak and 2 Ash Trees are now 
growing here, which Tradition savs were planted by him, which their size and venerable appearance seem to confirm. 

In 178(>, Mr. Dundas lmd the decayed old Castle taken down, and the present Stone Edifice erected on its Site, after a 
Design of Mr. John Play fair, of which the annexed Plate is a North View. 

The principal Apartments are elegant and spacious, but tfie Stair-case is the most striking Part of the internal Archi- 
tecture.

Nature has been remat kably liberal iu the general Disposition of the Grounds about the House, ihut the whole is capable 
of doing credit to tin; most regular Taste. 

Thu Esk River, which passes near the House, sometimes rushes with impetuosity, and indifferent |»u«c es forms beautiful 
Cascades; and at other times in sweet contrast glides slowly on in majestic silence; the beauty of which is considerably 
lire htened by the pieces of irregular Rocks that lye scattered promiscuously in the River, which is overhung with the lich 
.Foliage of Forest and other Trees that fringe its Banks. 

From the elevated spots the diversified Views are beautiful and extensive; and in the Vale the Scenes arc pleasingly 
romantic and picturesque. In short, the Hills and Dales of this delightful spot, exhibit their superior Beauties, enriched 
with Wood and Water, in a very ample manner, • • 



Amongst the principal objects that enrich the Views from Melville Castle at various distances, are the Towns of Dal- 
keith, Dulhousie Castle , Arniston, another Seat of the Dmdas Family ; Clarki^gton t belonging to Robert Hepburn , Esq. tin* 
Pentland- Hills, Arthur's-Seat, 8tc. &c. with an extensive and beautiful Sea \ iew of the Ships riding in the Frith of Forth. 

The Castle itself, “ bosom'd high in tufted trees,” forms a very picturesque Object from the distant Eminence; 'and 
had its name from having been once the Residence of the Secretary of that Mame in Queen Mary's Reign. * •

The House was planned by Mr. N. Hawkemoor, a Pupil of Sir John Fanburgh's, and built about the Year 17C0 by Mr. 
JitsrphGace, Receiver of the Land-Tax for the Lindsay Division of this County. The Gardens and W alks were laid out in 
the Dutch Stile, w Inch at that time prevailed ; and the premises were afterwards severally possessed by Carr Brackenbuiy , Esq., 
and Sir Jacob 1 I 1 dj )\ Bait, who sold it to Edmund Tumor , Esq. the present Proprietor, in 177j ; who added the Wings and 
handsome Stables in the form of a Quadrangle ; and has likewise considerably improved and ornamented the Grounds with 
extensive Plantation*, under tin* direction of Mr. Earnes, of Derby. The Views from it arc enriched by several delightful 
Objects, and Lincoln Cathedral, that noble Monument of Antiquity, is amongst those dial arc visible fn.in V ant on- 1 louse.

WILLIAM Cecil , Baron Burleigh, Lord Treasurer in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, built a magnificent Seat at Theobald 9, 
where he frequently entertained her Majesty and her Attendants, at an immense expence, and gave it to his youngest son. 
Sir Robert Cecil, (afterwards by James 1. created Earl of Salisbury) who exchanged it, at the desire of James L for the 
Manor of Hatfield ; which King made it his Hunting-Scat, and died here. Charles II, gave it to George Monk , Duke of 
Albemarle, on the Death of whose Son, in 1087, without Male Issue, it devolved to the Crown, and William III. granted 
it to Henry Benlinck, Earl of Portland, whose Grandson, the Duke, sold it to Mr. Prescott , who pulled down the decayed 
Palace, and built the present Seat. 

This Building, of which we have given a South Aspect, is a large modern Brick House, about P2 miles from London , 
with suitable and extensive Oilices, was built about 30 years ago, b} f the late George Prescott, Esq. which has been conside- 
rably improved, and the Grounds embellished .and laid out in the modern Tuste by his Son, the present Possessor. 

The New River runs through the Grounds, wjjj^h are very extensive and beautiful, the whole is in the Parish of Cheshunt ; 
which Name is derived from the number of Chnsnut Trees with which it abounded, and of that Timber the greatest part 
of its ancient Houses were constructed. The Park, which was encompassed by a Brick Wall, was 10 Miles in Circuit, 
K»*ilt by James 1. who took great delight in this Palace, and died here March 27, Hte5. This Palaix was plundered in 
1651, and defaced so as to become from a princely Residence, a Village, and the Park was converted into harms. 

In its neighbourhood resided Richard Ctomuell, the abdicated Protector, in a very private manner, from U><>0 to 171'?, 
when he died in the 8<iih year of ^is age. A striking lesson how much obscurity and peace are to be preferred to 
the splendid infelicity of guilty Ambition. In the Neighbourhood is Killmorc Field , where arc the remains of a Camp, and 
mu oblong Fortification is yet visible, with a Rampart and Ditch, which may be traced for 1 00 Yards.

Near Theobalds is Waltham Cum, erected in memory of Queen Eleanor, Wife to Edward 1 . it being one of the 
Places where her Corpse was rested in journeying from Hardcby, near Granfham, in Lincolnshire, to Westminster Abler, 
the Place of her Interment. We understand it is ( the Intention of the present Proprietor of Theobalds, to remove tl.is 
Piece of Antiquity into his Grounds, to preserve so remarkable a Monument of those times as much as possible from 
further Injury. . . *

THIS elegant Villa is situated in the Parish of Chiswicl , and inferior to but a few on the Banks of the Thames, though 
surrounded by a great number of Seats of People of Fortune. It is situated in a walled Paddock of near 100 Acres, co- 
v«^ed with very large old Chosnut Trees and Oaks, which give it more the Air of a Palace than of a Villa so near the 
Metropolis ; being about 6 Miles from London , and not 2 SoutJj of the High Road. 

The Pleasure Grounds slope from the House to the River Thames , which, especially at High Water, afford the pleasantest 
Scenery imaginable. 

The Plantations are upon a large Scale, without that petiteness of Taste too prevalent in most of our modern Villas. 

It was purchased of the late Earl Cowper, by the Right Hon. Humphrey Morice , who added very extensive Offices, 
with a Riding House, and excellent Stabling for 30 Horses. He gave it by will to Mrs. Luther , Relict ot John Luther ,

The Date on the old Front of the House is 1599, but it was not finished till 1603. The Hall is venerable and much « 
esteemed by Lovers of Gothic Architecture. 

The Grounds contain about 200 Acres, whicfi abound with Springs, and from its being hilly, and well planted with 
Oak and other Timber Trees, afford a Variety and Beauty that charms the Beholder with its Exuberance. 

A few years since, in a field called Knap- Dane, a veiy considerable Quantity of human Bones were dug up, said to 
have been the Consequence of a Danish Defeat in 918. > 

We mention the Aram of this Family from a singular Circumstance respecting it, which deserves to be noticed : The 
* Arms are Gules, a Demi-Horse .^gent, armed Or, issuing out of .fee Sea in Base proper; a. Bearing, according to | 
Tradition, adapted from the Circumstance of one of the Family' swimming on Horseback from fee Seven Stones to 
fee Land’s End in Cornwall, at fee time those Rocks were separated from the Continent by a violent Inundation of fee 
.Ocean. • ■

THIS venerable Strufture is on the Eaftern Bank of the River IVcarc , near Chcficr-lc-flrect , about fix Miles North of 
Durham , and 172 from London , fituated in a tine Park, to which there is a handfome Entrance acrofs the River lVcare y and 
has been the Pofleflion and Refidence of the Ancestors of its prefen t noble Proprietor from the Reign of Edward the Confcffbr. 
The prefent Structure was erefted in the Reign of Edward I. by Sir Robert Lumlcy , and enlarged by his Son Afar maduke. It 
was made a Cafllc iti the Reign of Richard ] I. 

It is an extenfive fquare Building with Towers at each Corner, having a large Court-yard in the Middle. It contains a great 
Number of fpacious Apartments, antique as well as modern, embcllifhcd with the Portraits of a long Train of Ancdlors for 
foine Hundred Years pafl, in the Habits of the Times, 

King James 1. at bis Acccffion to the Throne of Ewjlundy in bis Journey to London , was entertained in this Cafllc, when feeing 
the ancient Pedigree of the Family, which bethought incredible, turned to the Bifhop of Did ham who attended him, and faid, 
he did not know before that Adam's Surname was Lumlcy , It is remarkable that the Entrance to this nob!*' Seal is, you arc 
obliged to be ferried over the river H\arc from the High Road ; which River is herctfr^road. 

The Park, which is well wooded, be fide s its Pleafantnefs, has this much more valuable Circumftancc to recommend it ; that 
it is full of excellent Veins of the bell Coals in the County, and having a navigable River adjoining it, conveys them, with little 
Expenfe to Sunderland . *

TUTS beautiful Sea! is fituated fix Miles South of Oxford, three from Abingdon , and 56 from London , on an elevated Situ- 
ation on the Eaftern Bank of the IJis. The extenfive and beautiful Lawn, the fine Park fix Miles and a half in Circumference, 
and the Hoping Woods, with the gentle River, and verdant Meadows, form altogether one of the moil delightful Scenes that 
Imagination can have any Idea of, or Fancy paint. 

On the North Side the Colleges and Public Buildings in the City of Oxford ^rcicni themfclvcs to \ iew ; on the Weftern Side 
the Town of Abingdon , and the plcafant meandering River lfis, with its Navigation, attracts Attention ; indeed the Profpcdl is 
unconfined and Angularly varied, being extenfive in Oxford/hire , and commanding the blue Hills of Bakjhhc called the 
Down, the Vale of JFhitc-borfc , and all that fertile Part of Berkjhlrc as far as Farrlngdon IIlll . 

. The Lawn, Park, and Gardens are laid out with excellent Judgment. The Houfe, though not large, for its Neatnefs and 
Klcgancc of Architecture is plcafingly ftriking. It w*as built in 1760 of Stone, having two Wings which contain the Offices. 
Every Floor is arched to prevent the dreadful Ravages of Fire, yet every Apartment is rcat uad convenient ; it is furnifhed with 
Elegance and Tafle, particularly the Saloon, which has a fuperb Ceiling, evidently copied from that at IVhitchall Chapel , 
fi'v/iminjhr. 

' At a little Diftancc from Newnham C^irt, the late Earl Harcourt , in 1764, crefted a Church, on a Model of one of the 
Temples v\ Palmyra, and cmbcllifhed it in a fuperb Manner. The Building is truly elegant, covered with a Dome, and is 
appropriated to the Ufc of the Village adjoining ; the Old Church being too near the Houfe, much out of Repair, and in a 
great Meafurc would have prevented the confiderable Improvements that have been made in the Lawn, Park, &c.

THIS elegant Structure is about two Miles from Grantham , and 112 from London, , in a remarkably Tandy Valley, through 
which runs the River JVitham , to which River there is a gradual Defeent from the Houfc, which formerly belonged to the 
Brownlow'sj Vifcounts Tyrconncl of Ireland , and palled by Marriage of a Sifter of the laft Vifcount to Sir John Cujl , Bart. 
Speaker of the Houfe of Commons, Father to the prefent iloblc Pofleffor. The North and South Fronts extend 150 Feet, 
and thofe of the Eaft and Wclhsoi Feet, containing 13 Rooms on a Floor, and three Staircafcs. 

The principal Approach is to the South Front ; this View is taken from that of the North. This noble Edifice is fituatcdin 
a Park, the Walls of which are between five and fix Miles in Circumference. 

The jkf*ftiients contain a fmall but feledl Collc&ion of Paintings by eminent Maflcrs. 

T.ac Roman Road, called Ermine Street , from London to the Humber , forms the Eallcrn Boundary of the Parifh of Belton ; in 
- its Neighbourhood are feveral Traces of ancient Encampments, where many Antiquities have been dug up, as well as in his 
J^ordfhip’s Grounds. -

THIS Houfc is moft delightfully fituated near the Banks of the Thames, about nine Miles Weft of London, and is the 
Boundary of the Parilhes of IJleworlh and Twickenham . Its Site was in 1067 a Refidence of IVilliam the Conqueror, and fome 
of the Trees now {landing are faid to have been planted during that Time. Henry VIII. had in 1512 an oeeafional Refidence 
here. In 1550 Queen Elizabeth repaired the Old Houfe, and in 1594 rebuilt the whole Structure for the Far! of Effex, who 
greatly improved the Grounds, and planted here fome of the Cedars of Lebanon . In 1692 IVilliam III. and Mary granted it to 
the Family of Vernon , who fold it to the Duchefs of Montrofc , by whom it was bequeathed to the Duchef> of Newcu/lle , who 
made it her Refidence $ and it is now the Refidence of its prefent noble Owner. 

This Houfc is built withJRed Brick, and contains fevcral handfomc Apartments, with a noble Sta^cafc, painted iii a fimilar 
Manner to that at IVtndfor Ca/)le. The Apartments contain fome good Pi&ures. 

The principal Front, which isgiven in the Print, is Weft, it commands fome Pi&urcfque and extenfive Views up the Thames 
and Country bordering on its Banks ; and being nearly oppofitc Richmond has a Command over that charming Spot, Richmond Hill , 
and its Bridge ever the Thames , with a Variety of floating Objefts perpetually gliding on the River, which with the rich Verdure 
0. its Banks form a plcafing, and enlivening Profpeft. 

The Grounds arc extenfive and ornamental, and by judicious Difpofal may properly be termed Pleafure Grounds, blending 
Beauty with Utility.

THIS Scat is fituatcd in the Town of Cireneefi^r, 90 Miles from London , and 1} from Gloucejicr. It was formerly the 
Property of Lord Dauby* and was purchafcd by Sir Benjamin Bathurji , in the Year 1695, from whom it defeended to the 
late Ear! Bathurj /, who purchafed a large Eflate adjoining to it of Sir Robert Atkins* and, taking down the old Houfe, built 
the prefent Manfion upon the Site of it. <c It has a Frce-ftonc Front next the Town, but its high Wall, lined with Ever- 
greens, prevents the View on that Side. This Scat is dillinguifhcd by its extenfive and elegant Plantations, The Park is 
well-flocked with Deer ; the Entrance to it is at a Lodge on the North Side of the Houfe, by a fpacious Gravel Walk lined 
on each Side with llately Elms. At a fmall Diflance from the Entrance, on the left, is an oblique Profpclt of the North* 
eall Front of the Houfe, with a fine Sweep- Lawn before it, arid a Grove of lofty Trees on each Side ; turning to the Right, 
the Walk divides, one Branch it leads to the Terrace, the other runs by the Side, in a ferpentine Direflion, about a 
Mile in Length, finely arched and ibaded by the Plantations through which it pafles. At fuitablc Diflanccs it communicates 
with the Terrace, where are feveral Buildings and Benches for the Convenience of retting and ProfpctL At the End of 
the ferpentine Walk is a fmall Building, called Popes Seat* perhaps, bccaufe that great Genius frequently retired thither 
when he vifited his noble Friend at Circnre/hr . 

There is a Lawn before it, from the Centre of which eight Villas are direfted, which terminate with the Profpc< 5 l of 
neighbouring Churches, and other a green’d c Buildings ; one of lliofe Obje&s is a fine lofty Column, in the Midft of the Deer 
Park, on which is placed the Statue of Anne, larger than Life. 




This Pillar is ncafi a Mile diftant from the Houffc, behind which {lands the beautiful Tower of the Parifh Church of 
Cirencejlcr , fo dire&ly in the Centre, with their Fronts paraVel to each other, that an Obfervcr, at the Pillar, might be 
cafpy induced to believe the Tower to be a Part of his Lord Hi ip’s Houfe, was it not of a different Colour. 

The Terrace is {heltercd on the North-eafl by a thick Plantation of Wood, with a mod agreeable Border of Shrubs and 
Evcr-grccns. It commands a diftant Profpf £1 of the North of aVd terminates at a handfomc o£lagonal Building 

about a Mile from the Houfe. In the Middle of the Terrace is a large Pmrjof Iron Gates for Communication between the 
Deer and Lodge Parks. At thefe Gates is fecn a large Piece of Water, a little to the Right of the Houfe, which rcfcmhles 
a Part of a confiderablc River \ tho* only a pleafing Deception : as Nature has dealt her Favours to this Place with fo fparing 
- as to that Element, that there is not perhaps a perennial Spring to be found within it. This agreeable Effeft is 

produced by planting Clumps of *1 rces to conceal the Extremities of the Lake, which is one of the numbcrlek Inftances of 
fine Taflc every where to be feen in the Defcription of this Place, pcrfe&ed in the Manner we now fee it by the particular 
Directions of the prefent noble Proprietor. The Eye is no where offended with the Appearance of bare Walls, nor can it 
judge of the Extent of the Park, as the Country about is taken into View over Foffes, and concealed Boundaries made for 
that Purpofc, where they have the beft Effeft. Adjoining to the Deer Park, weftward, arc the Lodges of Oakley Park and 
Oakley Woid, particularly meriting the Traveller’s Attention.*

THIS venerable Gothic Manfion is fituated at Wells, 127 Miles from London , 16 Miles from Bath , and 15 from Brifiol, 
between the Houfc, formerly belonging to the Archdeaconry, but fincc the Diffblution converted into a Lay Fee, and now 
ufed as an AiTcmbly Room, and the Weft Gate of the Clofe. It is a large handfomc Houfc, built by Dean Gunthorpe , 
who in it entertained King Henry VII. on his return from the Weft of England . In allulion to the Founder's Name 
fcveral large Guns carved in ftone arc feen pointed through the Walls of the Building. 

John Gunthorpe was Chaplain to King Edward IV. who fent him, together with Bernard dc la ForJJe , Efcj. to negociate a 
Peace with the King of Cajlilc , 1466 ; b Dr. John Alcuk y afterwards Biftiop of Ely, was added to this Commiflion, i470. c 
He was Almoner to the fame King j’ 1 and was in a Commiflion of Trull to hold the Lands of Sir Thomas Burgh , Kt. 1475, 
when the King was preparing for an Expedition againft France ;= and in 1477, * n another Commiflion to treat of Peace 
with that Kingdom,* likewife to prolong the Truce between the two Kingdoms ; • and in 1479, to extend the Powers of 
the Treaty. 1 ' In the fhort Reign of Richard III. the great Seal was delivered to the Billiop of Lincoln* 1483, in the 
prcfencc, among others, of John Gunthorpe , Keeper of the Privy Seal, 1 to which he was appointed by that King, and for 
which he had an Allowance of 2 or. a day out of the Cuftoms of the Port of Sandwich , and other Ports/ This Office he 
held the following Year, when he -was joined in a Commiflion for a Truce between the Kings of England and Scotland ,' and

John Gunthorpe , L. L. D. was ele£ted Dean December 18, 1472, and confirmed January 19, following. He died 
June 25, 1498, and was buried in the Cathedral, near Bilhop Drokepsford, in St. Catharine's Chapel, on the right Hand 
going to the Lady’s Chapel.' , jf * * 

Upon the Infurrc&ion in Cornwall headed by Perkin Warbeck, 1498, and the Submiflion of his Army upon his taking 
San&uary in Beaulieu Abbey, Hampflnre, Henry VII. took a Progrcfs to Exeter, when the fiege and aflault of Perkin had 
failed. Here the King received his Submiflion ; and probably in his way thither, or return back, was lodged in the 
Deanery Houfe at Wells , in the laft Year of its Founder's Life.

THIS Rcfidcnce is (ituatcd 60 Miles Eufl of London , and Four from Canterbury in the Road to Sandwich and Deal. 

It was purchafed of the Southland Family, in 1676, by Sir Paul Barrett, Knt. Serjeant at Law, great Grandfather to 
the prefent Poffcffor. 

The Houfe, which was indifferent, has been, by the Skill and Art of Mr. Wyatt , without enlarging its Extent, fo 
admirably improved in the Difpofition, that the Ground-floor contains a fmall Hall, a good common Parlour, an excellent 
eating Room, a noble Drawing-room, and a handfome Staircafc. Above arc good Apartments, a charming Clofct, and a 
moft beautiful Library, deljgncd and exquifitcly finilhed in the mod perfeft Style of Gothic . 

The three Fronts of the Houfe convey an Idea of a fmall Convent, never attempted to be dunolilhcd, but partly mo- 
dernifed, and adapted to the Habitation of a Gentleman's Family. 

The Scene around prefents correfpondent Images, gcntly-rifing Grounds, ancient Trees, and a fiLaH River, called the 
Little Stour , and feems to form a Site fcleded by Monks much at their Eafc, with a View rather to a cheerful Retirement 
than to auficre Meditations ; while, at the fame Time, no diftant Profpefls tantalized them with Views of Opulence and 
bufy Society. 

The Content of an independent timijb Gentleman fuccccded naturally to fimilar Enjoyments ; and Mr. Wyatt's Judgment 
has preferved that Coalefcencquof I, fr^and realized an Union which Mr. Barrett's good Taftc preferred to Oflentation. 

In the Houfe is a fmall but well-chofen Collection of Pidurcs, particularly that Chef d' Oeuvre of Holbein , the original 
Portrait of Anne of Qleve.

THIS ancient Rcfldence is two Miles from Kingfton 9 and about ioo Miles from London • By a Survey of* the Ifland, 
taken in the fecond Year of Queen Elizabeth , the Manor of North Shorwell appears to have been in the Pofleflion of Thomas 
Ternes, Efq. ; and towards the End of the fame Reign it became, by purchafe, the Property of Sir John Leigh , Knt. in 
whofc immediate Defcendants it remained till bought, in the Year 1793, by Richard Bull, Efq. of Chipping Ongar in Effex . 

The prefent Manor Houfe, called North Court , is fituated near the laid Village of North Shorwell , in the pleafant Valley 
leading from Newport to Brixton , and about five Miles South-wed from the former. It was credlcd by the above Sir John 
Leigh about the Year 1615, and is a remarkable drong-built refpe£table Manlion of Frcedonc. The late worthy Barnaby 
Eveleigh Leigh , Efq. expended confidcrablc Sums in altering and improving the Infidc ; but unfortunately, his Tade lead 
him to prefer modern Safh Windows, to the large projecting Cafements he found here, and by that Means the North 
Front has lod much of its \tnerable Afpeft. The prefent Owner has fitted up and furnifhed the different Apartments 
with a great Degree of comfortable Elegance, without any Pretence to Finery. 

The Plcafure Grounds are diffidently extenfive, well-wooded, and neatly kept ; and riling boldly from the Houfe, afford 
many pi&urefque Views both of Sea and Land. 

Almort at the Garden Gate the High Downs begin, and continue with little or no Interruption, for more than 10 Miles, 
to the Light Houfe upon Frejh IVater Cliffs \ the great and commanding Features of which are feen in full Profpedfc all 
the Way. A long Extent of the EnMifb Channel appears at a fmall Didance on the Left, very frequently covered with 
large Fleets and Convoys ; and on the?^|Wn is a full View of the open Sea, with the Woods of the New Forejl in the back 
Ground, and the beautiful En^rofures"tjtthe I Hand fpreading thcmfclves like a Map between the Downs and the Sea, on 
each Side.

THIS venerable Strudure is fituated on the South Side of the River Thames , nearly oppofitc Wejhninjler Abbey and Hall, 
A Foundation for a collegiate Church was begun here by Archbifhop Baldwin , the Manor of which his Sucecflor, 
Archbifhop IValter, in 1 197, exchanged with the Bifhop of Rochejlcr, in whofe Dioccfc it is fituated, for the Manor of Darent 
in Knit. The prefent Structure was begun by Archbifhop Boniface, in the 13th Century, and continued to be enlarged by 
his Surccflbrs till 1435, when Archbiihop Chicheley eredted the Lollards' Tower. His Succdfors expended large Sums on this 
Palace. It was nearly deftroyed during the Civil Wars. After Charles the FirlPs Decollation it fed to the Pofleffion of 

t 

Colonel Srott, who converted the Chapel into a Dancing Room, demolilhed the great Hall, and, in many Rcfpc&s, rendered 
the whole of the Palace a ruinous Pile. It was reftored by Archbifhop Juxon , who rebuilt the Hall at the Expence of 
10,300/. : it is 93 Feet long by 38 broad ; and the fucceeding Archbifliops have fpared no Colt to render it worthy of being 
the Refidence of th,c Primate of all England . 

The Garden and Buildings cover 12 Acres, 3 Roods, and 21 Perches, and is watered by Canals from th* Thames , Over 
the Gateway is the Repofltory of the Archives of the See of Cantnhury. "Hie Porter’s Lodge is fiippofed to have been 
nfed as a Prifon, as there arc fomc Iron Rings failencd in the Wall, like others in the Lollards' Tower. Hie Prefence 
Chamber has three Windows of ancic\ painted Glafs. The long Gallery, 89 Feet 9 Inches by 15 Feet 9, is filled with 
Portraits, chiefly of Prelates. From a v ,wkrn Bow Window is a fine View of the Lawns and Plantations \ with an Opening, 

, through 



through which fVeJtminfler Abbey, the Bridge, & c. |rc fecn to fcreat Advantage. In the great Dining Room are Portraits of 
all t?ie Archbifhops from Laud to Cornwallis . J 

The .Lollards' Tower has its Name from being the Prifon of fome cf the Oppofers of Papal Authority. The Room 
wherein they were confined is at the Top of*the Building, 12 Feet longund 9 broad. In the Walnfcot, which is Oak an 
Inch thick, are fattened eight iarge Iron Rings. On the Wainfcot are various half Sentences and Scratches, with Names 
and Letters, cut with a Knife, and fuppofed to have been done by the unhappy Prifoners confined there. 

The Library w'as founded by Archbiihop Bancroft in 1610, and by his Succeflbrs has been confiderably increafcd. This 
Library (lands over the Cloiftcrs, forms a narrow Gallery, which occupies the four Sides of the Quadrangle, and contains 
upwards of 25,000 Volumes. The Library of Manufcripts, which contafns 11,000 Trails, is over Part of the former.

BR ADBOURN is in the Parifli of Eaft Mailing , and is fituatcd in the Middle of a Park of about three Miles in Circum- 
ference, beautifully wooded, with a fine Piece of Water running through the Middle of it from Weft to Eaft, which falls 
into the Medway at about a Mile and a Half diftant, on the North. It is fituated on the London Road to Maidftone y and 
about five Miles Weft of that Town, and 31 from the Capital. The principal Fronts are to the Weft, and South, the latter 
of which is the Afpcfl of the Engraving, and is 120 Feet in Length \ the Weft Front is 90 Feet. Thefe Fronts were built 
About the Year 1720, by Sir Thomas Twifden , Bart. Grandfather to the prefent Pofleflbr ; the other Parts of the Houfe are 
of u much older Date, 

The Dimenfions of the Ground Floor are as follow : Dining Parlour, 42 Feet by 25, and 25 Feet high ; Break faft Room, 
30 by 20, and 16 high ; Small Drawing Room, 25 by 18, and 14 high \ Drawing Room, 32 by 21, and 14 high. Two 
Halls, with Staircafes. 

The Apartments are embelliihcd with fom^ good Paintings, particularly fix of PaninPs Ruins, and feveral Landfcapes 
by eminent foreign Mailers*

THIS noble StruSure Hands in the Parifh of Eling, about feven Miles from London , and was the Scat of the late 
Prince fs Amelia ; it was built by Inigo Jones. It is fituated on a rifing Ground, and the Approach to it from the Garden is 
remarkably fine. The Loggia has a beautiful Appearance at a Diftancc, and commands a fine Profpeft of Surry, of the 
Thames , and of all the Meadows on its Banks for a great Extent, even to London . The Apartments are well contrived : 
the Hall, which is fpacious, is on each Side fupported by Rows of Columns, and from thcncc you afeend by a noble Flight 
Stairs to a Saloon, which is a double Cube of 25 Feet high, and mod elegantly embcllifhed. This fine Room has an 
En.rancc into the Portico on the back Front, which is fupported by Columns, and, from the I inenefs of the Profpcdl, 
is rendered a delightful Situation in the Afternoon in the warm Months in Summer* 

The Gardens were greatly improved by her Royal Highncfs, to which many Additions were made by Plantations, 
additional Grounds, and elegant Ere A ions.

Miles from Denbigh, the County Town, and 209 from London. It was built by Mrs. Meyritk, Relift of the late — Meyrick , 
Ef quire ; and devolved by Marriage to the prefent PoiTefior, Philip York, of Erthig , Efquire. 

. The Building is faced with Bath Stone ; and contains fcveral commodious, with fomc fpacious and handfome Apartments. 

The Vale of Ailed is narrow, and the direft Views from the Fronts of the Houfe are confcqucntly confined, but thofe up 
and down the Vale are woody and pifturefque ; and the Village of Llanfannan , imperfcftly fetn at the Piftanc'- of a Mile, 
adds to the rural Beauty of the Situation. The River Ailed, , which glides below, is not of fufficient Confcquence to form a 
Feature, though fomc late Improvements promife to remedy the Defeft. 

The Arehitcft for the Body of the Building was Mr. Turner of Chcjler j but the Wings and interior Parts were finished 
from Dcfigns of Mr. It’olje of London.

THIS elegant Stru&ure is fituated in a fine Park near the Village of of Btrh; is diftant about 

S Miles from Reading, and 4S from Lenden. f ^ ’ 

The Eftate formerly belonged to Lord Font, but the Houfe was ere&ed by the prefent Proprietor, from a Defign by 
Mr. Carr, of Ttri, on the Principle of fPentwerih Houjt in Torkjhlrt. 

The Abilities of the Architect are happily difplayed in the Completion aPthia Building ; and the Liberality of the 
Owner has been confpicuous in rendering BqfUdm Htu/e ndt inferior to many of the mod fuperb Seats in the Kingdom. 

The Walls of the grand Salmon are painted in Imitation of B&fTo Relievo, In a fuperior Style, by Monf. De Brum, and 
the Ceiling is ornamented in Stucco, and pinked in very beautiful. The whole is finifhed in a mafterly Manner. 

The Park abounds with Deer, which gives an enlivening Beauty to the furrounding Landfcape. The whole of the 
Grounds are laid out with great Judgment, and have many local Advantages, which are pleafingly adapted to the Elegance 
of the Manfion. Thefe command fine Views of the beautiful Windings of the River Thaws , and extenfive Profpe&s of the 
adjacent Country. 

The Woods of Bafilion are a noble Plantation, through which there is a high Road.

THIS elegant Fabric was built by the late Right Honourable William Beckford, Lord Mayor of London , who died 
lamented and revered in his fecond Mayoralty, in 1770, on the Site of a noble Structure deftroyed by accidental Fire, It 
is diftant from Hindon 2 Miles, from London 96, and from Salijbury 15 Miles. 

The Apartments arc noble and fpacious, and arc fitted up with uncommon Splendour, Tafle, and Magnificence* 
They contain Paintings by the firft Matters, and a Profufion of valuable Curiofities, collected with great Judgment. 

The Park is remarkable for its Wood and Verdure; the Water prefents an Expanfe not inferior to that of the Thames ; 
and the Plantations, which extend many Miles over a great Variety of hilly and irregular Country, form one of the grande ft 
Mattes of Wood and Forcft Scenery in England. 

In the* Centre of this Alpine Domain there is now erecting a vaft Stru&ure, in the Charafter of a Gothic Abbey, from 
the Delign of Hyatt. It is meant, to commemorate the ancient Family of Mervin y who pofleffed Fontbill for a long 
Series of Generations, and from whom Mr. Beckford is lineally defeended.

THIS Villa is fitnated in the Parilh of Old Jf hd/or, and is about 30 Miles from bmitn; it was formerly a Co ttag e 
belonging to Frmds Pigttt , E(q. Nephew to Dean Filling, from whom the Name is derived. The prefent Proprietor 
purchafed it of Mr. Pigott about 13 Yearsfince, and has confiderably enlarged and much improved it with judiciols 
modem Alterations, which has converted it into a moil: pleating, elegant, and definable Refidence. 

The Extent of the Huufe is 75 Feet in Length by 38 in Width, with aSouth»eaft; Proved. The Ground Floor contains 
a Hall and Breakfaft Parlour, the Furniture of which is painted Velvet. The Walls are decorated with coloured Proof 
Prints, from the belt Artifts, taftefully difplayed t On the fame Floor am likewife the Library, Dining and Drawing 
Rooms, all ornamented with Paintings and Needle-worV, by Mrs. BomeU. Above Stairs are eight Bed Rooms with 
Drafting Rooms, decorated wijh equal Tafte and Ingenuity by the fame Lady. 

The Houfe contains 14 Rooms betides Offices, and commands a bold View of Windjor Caftlt , and the pidurcfque Scenery 
‘in its Vicinity ; and what adds to the Beauty of the furrounding Profped, is the meandering and enlivening View of the 
River Thamts. 

The Pleafure Grounds likewife command the fame pleating Objects, and contain near ao Acres, which are laid out with 
. Talte and Judgment. The Grounds rife on one Side, on the Summit of which is a Temple, built with Flint, containing 
a Billiard Room, a Grotto, and a Tea Room, which commands beautiful and extentive Profpc&s. We muft not forget 
* to mention an admirable well-rontrived , ruftic Dairy, which is feen in the View. A curious Hermitage and Aviary are 
placed in different Parts of the S/rubberf .

THIS large and magnificent Manfion is a very ftriking Objc& from the Turnpike Road, about 4 Miles South of 
Sbrewjbury , whence it appears much nearer than it really is, from its vaft Extent of Front. It is about 156 Miles 
from London . 

The Houfc contains many noble and fpacious Apartments, with a Number of valuable Pi&ures and Statues, colledtcd 
the prefent Noble Lord, during his Tours in Italy , or purchafed in London lincc this Country became the only Place 
Refuge from the Invaders and Plunderers of almoft every other Country. 

The Improvements of the Park at Atllngham are now carrying on under the Dire&ion of Mr. Repton, who has begun by 
*ftggi n 6 a new Channel for the River Terne, to unite it with the Severn , in View of the Houfc ; and as the great Principle 
of Improvement at„the Place confifts in the Extenfion of the Park and Lawn to both Sides of the High Road, the Banks of 
the Severn are to be planted, and conneftcd with the Park, by a PaiTage under the large Bridge, over which the Turnpike 
Road palTcs. 

From a Drive near this new Channel of the River Terne , the Houfe appears very fingularly framed by the vaft Arch of the 
Bridge, w hich is a Chord of 100 Feet. ^

THIS magnificent and extcnfivc Strufturc is fituated upon the Weflern Part of Epping Forcft, and is about 6 Miles 
North Eafl from London; it was begun by Sir JoJiah Child , Bart, who purchafed the Manor of lVanJled t and was finifhed 
by his Grandfon, the late Earl Tylney , Vifcount Cajllemain , on whofe Death without Iflue, in 1783, it defeended to his 
Nephew, Sir J . Tylney Long, Bart# Father of the prefent Poflcffor. This, which is one of the nobleft Houfes in England \ 
if not in Europe , is of Portland Stone, 260 Feet in Length and 70 in Depth ; was built under Colin Campbell, the celebrated 
Architect (Author of the Fctruvius Britannicus ) who direfted its noble Front, thought to be as fine a Piece of Architc&ure 
as any in Italy . It confifts of, a ruftic Bafemcnt, and the State Story, with an Attic in the Centre. It is adorned by a noble 
Portico of fix Corinthian Columns. In the Tympanum of this Portico, which is afeended by a double Flight of Steps, are 
'the Family Arms, and over the Door which 'leads into the great Hall, is a Medallion of the Architect. 

The Apartments are numerous and magnificent, containing a very valuable and fcle£t Colle&ion of Paintings by the firft 
Artifts, purchafed by the late Earl during his Rcfidence in Italy , a Defcription of which would far exceed the Limits of this 
Work ; befides the Paintings, the Statues attraft great Attention, and his Lordfliip’s refined Taftc enabled him to felccl the 
mod eminent and valuable, which aredifperfed through the Apartments of the Houfe, particularly in the great Hall, which 
is 53 Feet by 45, and the Saloon' 30 F^ect fquare. Under the great Hall is a noble Arcade, from whence you enter the 
Dining Parlour, Breakfaft Room, &c. 

In 



In thl Avenue leading from the grand Front of the Hou^e to Laytortfione is a circular Piece of Water, which Teems equal 
to the Length of the Houfe. On each fide, as we approach the Houfe, is a Marble Statue ; that on the Left Hercules, the 
other Omphalc : and hence, to compenfate, as it* were, for the Defc& of Wings (which were included in the original Defign) 
are Obelilks and Vafcs extended^ alternately to the Houfe. The Garden Front has no Portico, but a Pedimerfc enriched 
with a Bas Relief, and fupported by fix three-quarter Columns. From this Front is an eafy Defcent through a fine Vifta 
to the River Roding , which is formed into Canals; and beyond it, the Walks and Wilderneffes rife up a Hill, as they Hoped 
down before — Highland Houfe , an elegant Seat built of Stone, forms a beautiful Termination to the Vifta. In the 
Gardens is a beautiful Grotto. 

Mr. Arthur Youngs in his Six Weeks Tour, obferves that u Wanjled upon the whole is one of the nobleft Iloufes in 
England \ The Magnificence of having four State Bed-Chambers, with complete Apartments to them, and the Ball-Room, 
are fuperior to any Thing of the Kind in Houghton , Holkam , Blenheim , and Wilton ; but each of thefe are fuperior to this 
in other Particulars ; and to form a complete Palace, fomething mull be taken from all. In Refpcfl; of Elegance of Archi- 
tecture, * Wanjled is fecond to Holkam . What a Building would it be, were the Wings added, according to the firft Defign !"

BLICKLING* formerly the Seat of the Boleyns, of which Family was Sir Thomas Bolcyn, Knight of the Bath and 
Earl of Il'iltjhirc: Anne Boleyn, his Daughter, Queen of Henry the Eighth, and Mother of Queen Elizabeth , w as horn here. 

The Hnufti is unfortunately fituated clofc upon one End of the Water, but is a large ami noble Sirudurc. The 
Architecture Gothic , a little blended with the Grecian . The Weft Front was built by the late Earl of BuckinghamJI/tre , 
in i j 6 (). The Hall contains a double Staircafc, with a Gallery of Communication at the Top. In two Niches arc the 
Figures of Queen Anne liohyit and her Daughter Queen Elizabeth . The Apartments in general are fpacious. The Library 
is extenfive and contains a large Collection of Books, &e. 

The Park and Gardens, containing about icoo Acres, furround the Houfe on three Sides. The Par». 's nearly divided 
by a Timber Wood of about 180 Acres : on one Side is a Two-Mile Race Courfc : the lower Part is ornamented with large 
old Timbers ; the upper Part is diverfified by various Plantations and Buildings, one of which is a Tower, in the Gothic 
Tafte, refembling a CluirdrStecplc. The Ground pleafingly irregular, the Soil dry, and the Views elicit ful and extenfive. 

The Plcafurc Garden, rather lefs than a Mile in Circumference, furrounded on three Sides by Terraces, commands 
plcafing though confined Landfcapes, of Miich the Market Town of Ayl/ham makes a principal Feature.

The Greenhoufe is fpacious and elegant, containing Orange Trees and other Exotics particularly thriving. 

Thc^akc is of a Crefeent Shape, the Bow of which extends a Mile, and the String Half a one, its extreme Width being 
about 400 Yards, and is one of the {inert in the Kingdom^ the Colour of the Water is very bright; but what renders it 
uncommonly beautiful, is the noble accompaniment of Wood. c «, . 

The Hills rife from the Edge in a diverfified Manner ; in fome Places they are rteep and bold, in others they hang in 
waving Lawns, and are fo crowned and fpread with Wood, that the whole Scene is enriched with a dark Shade, finely 
contracting the Brightness of the Water. Some Woods of majeftic Oaks and Beech dip into the Water, while others 
gently retire from it and only (hade thedifhmt Hills. Sometimes they open in large Breaks, and let in the V iew of others 
darker than themfclvcs, or rife fo boldly from the Water’s Edge as to exclude every other View. About the Centre of the 
Water, on the Right of it, is a projecting Hill, thickly covered with Beech \ their Stems are free from Leaves, but their 
Heads unite and form fo deep a Gloom, that not a Ray of the Sun can find Admittance, while it illuminates the Water, 
on which you look both Ways. This partial View of the Lake (for the Branches of the Beech hang over the Water, and 
form an Horizon for it) is flriktngly beautiful.

THIS Houfe, at prefent inhabited by its illuftrious Poflcffor, is a modern brick Edifice, erefted by Sir Richard 
Hot ham, from whom it came into the Poffcfiiou of Mr. Graves , and was purchafed of him by his Lordfliip. It 
ftands contiguous to the great Guilford Road, about 8 Miles from London , and within Half a Mile of the Village of 
Merton, once remarkable for its ancient Abbey, which was# founded in 1135 by Gilbert Norman , Sheriff of Surry, 
to whom King Henry I. gave the Manor of Merton . In 1236 a Parliament was held there. The Remains of the 
Abbey arc now occupied, with other Buildings, by the Manufactories of a Calico-printer; but are too inconfiderable to 
attrafl Notice from their pifturcfque Appearance. The Chapel, however, was entire within little more than Half a 
Century. % 

The Houfe is moated round by a fmall Piece of Water, over which is ere&ed a very elegant little Bridge of one 
Arch, in the Italian Tafte, which conducts the Carriage Road up to the Houfe. The Apartments art* diftributed with 
much Tafte and Convenience, and are ornamented with Piftures and other Memorials of hisLordihip’s naval Achieve- 
ments. 

The Drawing from which this Plate was engraved is in the Poffeflion of Lord Vifcount Nelfon , an was made 
in 1801.

THE Situation and Form of (his Houfe an of fo peculiar a Nature, that it tt«y not be improper to defcfibe the 
Circumftanccs that guided the leading Principles of its Improvement. 

The general Chara&er of the Place is a fine Valley frojn Eaft to Weft ; with feme lefler VaJliea gently falling into 
it. But the north Side was fo mucbfteeper than the fouth£ide, that it appeared almoft impra&icable to place a Houfe 
with its proper Afpe£t towards the Sooth, till Mr. Repton, who was confulted in the Improvements, foggefted the 
Idea of cutting down fo much of a fmall Hill, as to form an ample Area on which to place the Houfe : this has been 
executed in a mafterly Manner, and has now fo nyich the Appearance of being the natural Shape, that it is hardly 
poffible to conceive tha( the Ground on the Place where the Houfe now ftands was at one Tine almoft as high as the 
Roof of the Houfe. 

Another Difficulty arofe from the Situation, becaufe it was evident, that, by placing tie Houfe parallel to the Valley, 
the Views would not be fo good as if Advantage could be taken of the oblique Views along the Valley ; and for this 
Purpofc the prefent Form of the Houfe was adopted, that the principal Rooms might be turned towards the moft in- 
terefting Points of View : to accomplifli this without prefenting an obtufe Argh m the Centre of the Building, this 
elegant Defign was propofed, confiding of a circular Portico of fix Columns, with a Dome in the Centre, and a 
Portico with four Columns at each End, and a Pediment. The whole is of the Corinthian Order, and in the moft 
perfeft Proportions.

fo* WO Term of Ibis Houfe was fixed and Vlanifc* on the Ground, at the Time when Mr. Repton and Mr. Nqjh 
Wtttuklly tdfifted each other, it would be an Aft of Injure to either to attribute the foie Merit of this Angular 
i Defi§B haoMwr fcptrately : but the interior fittibg up of the Houfe has ]pen fince done under die Direftion of Mr. 
'SMatiri'filfy&ttt who alb built the Stables. 

In tide "View the general Situation of the Houfe, the Stables, and the Confervatory, are reprefented ; but it is 
iwpofSWe to dfebribe the various Ctfcumfofttcet of Intereft and Beauty with which the Walks in the Woods abound. 
The natural Shape of the Ground Wuld feem to fugged the Poffibiiity of making a River, or Piece of Water, along 
the Courie of the Valley j hat the porous Nature of the Soil, and precarious Supplies, will not juftify the Attempt 
farther than as a Drinking Borid 'for Cattle ; which ferves to enliven the Scenery, without aiming at an Expanfe 
of Water fo little to be expefted, bftcaufe not congenial to the dry hut beautiful VaHics of Kent.

ABOUT 2 Miles to the north of the Village of St . Peters, and *jo Miles from London , in a Valley fronting the 
Sea, is Kingsgate , the remarkable Seat of the late Lord Holland, built after* the Plan of Tully's Formian Villa, on 
the Coaft of Balee, 

It confifts of a noble Doric Portico, but much too large for the adjoining Wings, which are of. Flint fquared, and 
laid in the moft regular Manner. The Houfe, though very Ipw, has fome good Apartments,' ‘particularly on the firft 
Floor; but the Chambers and Staircafe are peculiarly mean for fuch a Houfe: the Saloon, which forms one of the 
Wings of the back Front, is a magnificent Room ; but the difgufting Paflfage to it from the Houfe f^oils the Effect of it 
entirely ; it may well be compared to the winding low Paffages through which you are obliged to 9‘reep, to gain Admit- 
tance to the inmoft Rcccfles of an Egyptian Pyramid ; for in this a full-fized Man cannot walk upright; but when once 
entered, this beautiful Apartment well compenfates for the Difficulty of getting to it. The Ceiling was painted by Mr. 
Hukewell, and contains the Hiftory of Neptune , to whom the Saloon is dedicated: it is fupported by fome beautiful 
Columns and # Pila(lers of Scagliola to imitate Porphyry, by Meflrs. Bartoli and Richter : thefe are far exceeded by the 
„ curious Furniture with which this Room is enriched, and not this Room alone, but every Part of this now negle&ed 
Houfe. Over the Gateway which feparates the Wings from the Body of the Houfe, are two high Baflo-rclievos of 
white Marble, unknown but by Conjecture. 

Oppofitc the Front of the Houfe is an Arch turned over the Gateway, that is cut through the Clift to the Sea, in 
which are fixed the Remains of a Portcullis. The Top is embattled, which Parapet is continued on each Side, and 
forms Embrafures for twenty-four fteces of fmall Cannon. The

Thc#Grounds are ornamented with many Angular Buildings, moft of them bearing Infcriptiom. The Convent re- 
presents the Manner of an anVjent Monaftcfy, coniilfr* of the Remains of a Chapel, five Cells of which aflord a com- 
fortable Afylum for five poor Families, before which is a Colonnade or Cloifler, and at the eaft End is a grand Gateway 
and Porter’s Lodge, containing fomc ^ood Apartments. \Tie Caftle, by*far the largeft of all the Outworks, is on the 
Plan of thofc created by Edward the Firft \ it was intendecNtriginally for Stables, Coach-houfes, 8rc. and did ferve for 
that Purpofc, till the north-weft Side was converted into a Dwelling, by and for John Roberts , Efquire, the prefent 
Proprietor of*the Eftate. Behind the H'.ufe is a finall Garden ; at the upper End near the Convent is a fmall Column 
of Kilkenny Marble, cre&ed to the Memory of Margaret of Kildare , ,Countefs of Hiyiorough . About Half a Mile 
to the North-ejtft is the North Foreland Light Houfe, ere&ed in 1683.

THIS ancient brick-built Houfe is iituated within about a Mile to tbe Left of Croydon ; has the Appearance of being 
ere&ed about the latter End of the Reign of Queen Elizabeth , but known to be of a much later Date, an^is about 11 
Miles from London. It contains noble Apartments, furnifhed fuitably to its Poffeflbr, with extenlivc Out-offices. It 
is the Property of Capt. Charles Clarke, and was let to the late Earl of Liverpool for his Life. His Lordfhip has not 
only improved the Houfe, but greatly added to the Grounds and Plantations. 

On the Gall Front of the Houfe (and from whence the prefent View is taken) is tliis Infcription in Roman Capitals : 
“ Non Jaciam Vitio Culpave minorem , ’— ,t I will not reduce the Eftate by any Folly or Vice of mine.” 

The public View is much confined, as it can only be feen in a Kind of Vifto, having Rows of Trees nearly regular, 
which form a Lawn with Paddocks before the Houfe.

THIS Scat, with its Offices, covers a large Extent of Ground, and commands an open and ten five Profpeft. It is 
near the Hundred Inn, and about 20 Miles from IJorcr/icr , and 126 from London. It (lands in the Parifli of (what : s 
commonly called) Great 1 Fit ley, or Whitley , but is not of modern Architecture. It contains foinc handfome Apart- 
menu, the Fittings up of which arc highly ornamental. The Gardens arc laid out in a corresponding Manner, in 
" h,ch lherc ,s a »°ble Canal of large Dimenfions, with Grcenhoufc, &c. fuitable to the Rank of the Poffcflbr. There is 
a Communication, by a convenient Clofet, from the Iloufc to the Church (which is feen in the \ iew on the right 
Hand), which was built by the firft Lord Foley, and Mary his Widow, and is worthy the Opulence and Taftc of the 
Family , on the south Side of the Altar there is a iumptuous marble Monument of the Founder of this Church (who 
died Jan . 22, 1732) and his Familv. 

The whole Building is very completely finiffied ; the Windows were painted by Price in the Year 1719, and the Ceil- 
u.gby Ferrio ; they were originally ck'figncd lor the Chapel of Canons (in Middlesex], but when Misfortunes befell the 
magnificent Duke of Chandos , they were pnrehafed by the fccond Lord Foley , and fit this Cliurch as well as if they were 
originally defigned for it.

THIS Villa is about 5 Miles from London, and is delightfully fituatcd on an Eminence commanding the whole of the 
rich Vale which extends from London to Richmond ; Part of the Landfcapc is enlivened ly a View of the Thames , and 
the whole is bounded by the Hills of Surry and Kenf* 

The Gardens, Ilot-houfcs, Pleafo||j|Bounds, and numerous Accompaniments of the Villa, furnifh a magnificent 
Specimen of that Degree of £lcgai|^Hp! Con/fbrt enjoyed by Englifh Merchants, when they occafionally retreat from 
the induflrious Labours of the Compting- houfe to (hare their well-earned Wealth with their Friends, in the Hofpitality 


of their Country Seats. 

The Grounds were originally planned by Brown , and have received fome Improvement from Repton .

The Houfe is large and richly furniftied.; but the accurate, or fcicntific Obfcrvcr, will perceive on the Outfidc of the 
Villa, fuch Departures from the eftabliflied Rules or Proportions of Archite&urc, as mult naturally be expe&cd where the 
Builder or Surveyor is confulted inftcad of the regular Archite&. 

The Editor did not think himfelf juftified in reprefenting the Architefture of the Houfe more correct than it is in reality; 
but by the common Obferver, th& Error in the Entablature, or in the Intcrcolumniation, will hardly be deteded. 

Among the Appendages to this Place may be mentioned the Farm, the Dairy, the Baths, and the Boat-boufe, which 
have been much and defervedly admired,

THIS ancient Seat is sijuatedin the Parish of Isleworth, in tjje CouiJty of Middlesex, about 8 Miles from 
[jondon ; and derives its^name from the’ celebrated Monastery of the Holy Mount Sion , which once occupied the 
same site. Sion was one of the first of the largest Monasteries which were suppressed. 

In 1604, Sion House -was granted to Henry Piercey , ninth Earl of 'Northumberland, in consideration of bis 
eminent services to the Grown, and his Son Algernon employed Inigo Jones to new face the Inner Court, and to 
finish th4 Great Uall in the manner in. which it now appears. ’ *,

Charles , Duke of Somerset, having married about the year 1682 the only daughter of Joceline, Earl of Northum- 
berland, this Mansion became his property, and he lent it to the Princess Anne, who resided here during the misnn* 
derstanding between her, and Queen Mary. Upon the Duke's death in 1748, his Son Algernon gave Sion House, to . 
Sir Hugh and* Lady Smithson, his Son-in-law and Daughter, afterwards Duke and Duchess of Northumberland^ 
who made the greater part of the late fine improvements. 

The House is a majestic edifice of white stone : the roof is flat, and embattled, and at each of the four outward 
angles is a square embattled turret. The entrance from the high road is through a magnificent gateway, adorned 
on each side with an open colonnade. The ascent to the House is by a noble flight of steps, which leads into this 
Great Hall. *

THIS ahcient Seat descended to the present Noble possessor from his Ancestors, the Greys, Barons of Work, 

and Earh of Tanhmilk. * , . 

It was formerly a Hunting-seat belonging to the Family, their strong holds being Heton and Work Castle, ih the 

same County. a » ^ 

In the Reign of Edward III. Thomas Grey de Heton, had licence from the King. u Kemellare tnansum suum de « 

Chevelingham ar castrum sive fortalitium inde facere.” The Castle has undergone various alterations since that 

period. Part of the Southern Front being built in the Reign of .Heniy VI., and the Northern Front, as ^rell as the

Interior of the Quadrangle, being repaired and ornamented by Inigo Jones. 

The Castle stands on a rising ground in the middle of a grove of old sycamores and limes. Its form is quadran- 
0 

gular, with a Court in the centre, and square Towers at each angle. 

The Apartments are neither very large or numerous, as the Castle seems to have been constructed more for 
security than show. There is, however, .a handsome Ilall, 60 feet in length, and the Apartments contain a Collec- 
tion of ancient Portraits. 

Chillingham Castle is four Miles from Wooler , and five Befford, lying between the two Northern Roads from 
Newcastle to Edinburgh, and is distant 519 Miles from London.

THIS noble House, called Burley on the Bill , or Burleigh, is situated near Market >Ooert6n, add is about 140 
Miles from London; the ancient building formerly belonged to Spenser the Warlike, Bishop of Ndnpich, in the Reign 
of RfchaM II. and was purchased by George Villiers, ^Duke of Buckingham, who here entertained James I. with 
Ben Jonson's « Mask of the Gypsies,” was burnt by the Parliament in the Civil Wars, except the nofoe Stables- 

Daniel, Earl of Nottingham, who purchased the estate, rebjjlt the House as it now appears; which has a Park, 
enclosed by a wall of five or six Miles round. It belongs to the present Earl of WineJulsea, and the Court is sup* 
i posed the hugest in the Kingdom. Here is some very fine Tapestry, and the Saloon is ornamented with the 
History of Julius Casar. Villiers bought Burley of the Hein ofBarrington, and die Earl of Wmchelsea is 
Grandson to the Earl*of Nottingham , who purchased it of Villiers. '
